Gina Fiske didn't just want a | 
job after leaving school — she 
wanted to do the kind of work where - 
"people come first”. 


She didn’t want so 
cial work -— “that’s too. 
traditional”. 

So when she saw ad- 
vertisements for  “Out- 
reach” workers to. be 
trained by the YMCA she 
jumped at the chance, 

Gina, 22 and from Box 
Hill, was appointed by the 
'Y to work with the young 


people in Altona last 
November, a 
“Outreach is different 


from. a lot of other youth 
work — we don’t have to 
justify ourselves through 
the numbers of kids we 
see, or anything like that. 

“We work with teen- 
agers mainly, and most 
‘of those are boys. 

“The idea is to work 
up a good rapport with 
help them learn 


gain self-confidence, and 
so on. 

“Quite often I see the 
employment service 
people for the kids, to find 
lout what jobs might in- 
terest them. 

“Sometimes there are 
hassles at school, maybe, 
over maths or something, 
and Tl go and see the 
teachers to talk about the 
problem.” 

Gina said the boys she 
works with are mainly 
“unattached”, those with 
no strong commitment to. 
any clubs or other organi-

tact with somewhere 
around 100.

Social change, which has virtually destroyed 
family, is now placing the “nuclear” family ( 
under stress, Mr. Bruce Hartnett said last week.

Mr. Hartnett, social planner with the Western Region Council for Social 
Development, was speaking at Willy's . Coffee House, the Methodist Church 
community project in Electra Street, Williamstown. 


He said the cost of 
health and welfare will 
continue to rise at an 

’ alarming rate, unless 
the Federal Govern- 
ment supports preven- 
tative welfare pro- 
grammes. 


“At present health and 
welfare programmes cost 
the Australian Govern- 
ment $7500 million an- 
nually. This is about one- 
third of the Federal bud- 
get, and this proportion 
has been increasing dra; 
matically in the 1970's. 

“The cause for this in 
crease can be found in the 
increasing rate of social 
and technological change 
which is placing signific- 
ant stress on our social 
institutions, on communi- 
ties, on families and on in- 
dividuals,” Mr. Hartnett 
said. 

“This change can best 
be seen when we examine 
‘changes in family struc- 
ture, The three generation 
or extended family has 
virtually disappeared. 

“The nuclear family is 
under stress, with increas- 
ing divorce rates and 
family breakdown. 

“These changes have 
produced a rapidly grow- 
ing demand for nursing 
homes, geriatric hospitals, 
elderly persons’ housing, 
child" care services and 
programmes for youth. 
There has ‘been an expan- 

sion in the welfare in- 
dustry, with increased de- 
mand for welfare officers 
and social workers. 

“We cannot afford 
the costs of this welfare 
expansion, and we ‘ean- 
not afford’ the cost of 
not doing something 
about the consequences 
of social change” said 
Mr, Hartnett: 

“The Australian Assist-
